Empires Of Future 
By Rev. Arthur Heeb 


One of the startling facts of his 
tory is that Christians have al. 
ways insisted in spite of all oppo- 
sition and persecution that they 
must spread a message. With ut- 
ter disregard of their own safety 
and convenience, often in defiance 
of the will of rulers and kings, 
they have proclaimed that Jesus of 
Nazareth is the Saviour of men.

The answer is something like 
this? 

Men need help. Today’s world 
demonstrates how unequal man is 
to the task of life. He may be 
“monarch of all he surveys,” but 
nct of himself! He cannot even 
do the things he knows he ought 
to do. For example, he under- 
stands the folly of war, and yat 
finds himself unable to prevent i‘. 
Life for most people is a sad per- 
sonal failure in goodness. They 
realize that they ought to be bet- 
ter than they are, and so their 
consciences accuse them. 


Men find help. Christians have 
discovered a source of the help 
they need in Jesus Christ. In Him 
they recognize a leader, teacher 
and helper who makes it possible 
to achieve the goodness they lack 
of ‘themselves. He told men how 
to live according to the spirit of 
love. More than that, when they 
followed and trusted Him unre. 
rervedly, their lives were, changed 
as nowhere else. He gave hope to 
their guilty consciences and 
brought them into such a relation- 
ship with God and their fellow 
men that it was easy to do better 
in the future. 


Men therefore tell about this 
help to others. Christians explain 
in many ways what has happened 
to them. Like slaves, they were 
redeemed, like prisoners, they 
were ransomed and set free. Christ 
has become their Light, Guide, and 
Shepherd, the Priest who made the 
sacrifice that cleanses and purifies 
them, the Lamb alain in the atone- 
ment of sins. The Bible is full of 
such pictures, each one meant to 
whow that God, in Christ, has done 
for men what they could not do 
for themselves and that because of 
this He is the Redeemer and Sav- 
jour of men.

Violence and reason can not be 
reconciled. Our hopes for world 
peace 25 years ago were shattered 
because reason was blurred by de- 
signing mn. Woodrow Wilson de- 
serves to be called a prophet of 
the great succession. I would put 
him in our Bible with Isaiah and 
Jeremiah if I could. We blurr 
reason when we say honesty is the 
best policy, or, loyalty is only a 
virtue, or ,enlightened self-interest 
is enough. These are not enough 
they will justify any crime against 
God’s law of Brotherhood. Brutal 
as the war is, sick as we are with 
news of terrible slaughter, reason 
tells us war is a crime which does 
not destroy our belief in a reason- 
able God. Our goal is a just and 
lasting peace the only one worthy 
of the death grapple of a single 
boy. When we sing the song that 
brings a tear: “When the Lights 
Go On Again All Over the World”, 
do you thing of the electric lights 
or the light of reason? The One 
God is that reason. The Peace 
Table must receive Him. His law 
is brotherhood. For these five 
years now the Four Horsemen of 
War and Famine and Pestilence 
and Death have ridden the earth 
but the Lone Ranger of Reason 
tides again because God puts p 
new spirit in us and the mind of 
man will yet lead us into the em- 
pire of peace because God is a 
God of reason not violence.
